2 pairs 
needles Nos. 11 and 12. 6 “Twinprufe” but¬ 
tons, shade No. 347. 

MEASUREMENTS: Length from top of 
shoulder 241" (24J-25)". Chest 42" (44-46)". 
Length of sleeve seam 201" (201-21)". 

TENSION: 15 sts. 2". 17 rows 2". 

BACK: Using No. 12 needles and G. wool 
cast on 136 (140-148) sts. Work in rib ol 
K.l, P.l for 2". Change to No. 11 needles * 
P.5 (4-5), P. twice into next st., repeat from * 
to last 4 (10-4) sts. K.4 (10-4) 158 (166-172) 
sts. Work in st. st. and when work measures 
15" (151-151)" shape armholes by casting off 
6 (8-12) sts. at the beginning of the next 2 
rows. K.2 tog., each end of the next 5 (6-6) 
rows then every 2nd row 5 (6-6) times. When 
armholes measure 9" (9-91)" shape shoulders 
by casting off 10 (14-14) sts. at the beginning 
of the next 8 (6-6) rows. Cast off. 

RIGHT FRONT: Using No. 12 needles and 

G. wool cast on 80 (84-88) sts. Work in rib 
of K.l, P.l for 2". Change to No. 11 needles 
si. first. 14 sts. on to a spare needle and 
leave for border P.6 (10-0) * P. twice into 
next st. P.3 (3-4), repeat from * to last 0 
(0-4) sts. P.0 (0-3) P. twice into last st., 81 
(85-89) sts., without border sts. Work as 
follows:— 

1st Row: K.l Y., * 7 G., 1 Y., repeat from * 
to last 0 (4-0) sts. K.O (4-0) G. 

2nd Row: P.0 (4-0) G., 1 Y, * 7 G., 1 Y., 
repeat from * to end. 

3rd Row: K.l G., * 1 Y., 5 G., 1 Y., 1 G., 


repeat from * to last 0 (4-0) sts. K.O (4-0) G. 

4th Row: P.2 (6-2) G., * 1 Y, 3 G., repeat 
from * to last 3 sts., P.l Y., 2 G. 

5th Row: K.2 G., * 1 Y., 1 G., 1 Y., 5 G., 
repeat from * to last 6 (10-6) sts. K.l Y., 1 G., 
1 Y., 3 G., 0 (4-0) G. 

6th Row: P.4 (8-4) G., *1 Y, 7 G., repeat 
from * to last 5 sts., P.l Y., 4 G. 

7th Row: K.3 (0-4) G., * 1 Y., 7 G., repeat 
from * to last 5 (9-5) sts. K.l Y., 4 (8-4) G. 

8th Row: Repeat 6th row. 

9th Row: K.3 G., * 3 Y., 5 G., repeat from * 
to last 6 (10-6) sts. K.3 Y., 3 (7-3) G. 

10th Row: P.3 (7-3) G., * 3 Y, 5 G., repeat 
from * to last 6 (10-6) sts. P.3 Y., 3 (7-3) G. 

11th Row: K.2 G., * 5 Y., 3 G., repeat from 

* to last 7 (11-7) sts. K.5 Y., 2 (6-2) G. 

12th Row: P.2 (6-2) G., * 5 Y, 3 G., repeat 
from * to last 7 sts., P.5 Y., 2 G. 

13th Row: K.l G., * 7 Y., 1 G., repeat from 

* to last 0 (4-0) sts. K.O (4-0) G. 

14th Row: P.l (5-1) G., * 7 Y., 1 G., repeat 
from * to end. 

Repeat 11th and 12th rows, 9th and 10th 
rows, 7th, 8th and 7th rows. 

22nd Row: P.3 (7-3) G., * 1 Y, 1 G., 1 Y., 
5 G., repeat from * to last 6 sts., P.l Y., 1 G., 
1 Y., 3 G. 

23rd Row: K.2 G., * 1 Y., 3 G., repeat from 

* to last 7 (11-7) sts., K.l Y., 3 G., 1 Y., 2 
(6-2) G. 

24th Row: P.l (5-1) G., * 1 Y., 5 G., 1 Y., 
1 G., repeat from * to end. 

25th Row: K.l Y., * 7 G, 1 Y., repeat from 

* to last 0 (4-0) sts., K.O (4-0) G. 

26th Row: P.0 (4-0) G., 1 Y, * 7 G., 1 Y., 
repeat from * to end. 

27th Row: Repeat 25th row. 

28th Row: P.0 (4-0) G., 2 Y., * 5 G., 3 Y, 
repeat from * to last 7 sts., P.5 G., 2 Y. 

29th Row: K.2 Y., * 5 G., 3 Y., repeat from 

* to last 7 (11-7) sts., K.5 G., 2 Y., 0 (4-0) G. 

30th Row: P.0 (4-0) G., 3 Y., * 3 G., 5 Y., 
repeat from * to last 6 sts., P.3 G., 3 Y. 
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31st Row: K.3 Y., * 3 G., 5 Y., repeat from 

* to last 6 (10-6) sts., K.3 G., 3 Y., 0 (4-0) G. 
32nd Row: P.0 (4-0) G., 4Y,*1 C., 7 Y., 
repeat from * to last 5 sts., P.l G., 4Y. 

33rd Row: K.4 Y., * 1 G., 7 Y., repeat from 

* to last 5 (9-5) sts., K.l G., 4 Y., 0 (4-0) G. 
Repeat 30th and 31st rows, 28th and 29th 
rows. Repeat 26th row. 

These 38 rows form the pattern. Continue in 
pattern and when work measures 15" (15i- 
151)" cast off 6 (8-12) sts. at armhole edge, 
work to last 2 sts., K.2 tog. Continue to de¬ 
crease 1 st. at centre front edge every 3rd 
(3rd-3rd) row and at the same time, K.2 tog., 
at armhole edge of the next 5 (6-6) rows, then 
every 2nd row 5 (6-6) times. Continue to de¬ 
crease 1 st., at centre front every 3rd row until 
decreased to 40 (42-42) sts. When armhole 
measures 9" (9-91)" shape shoulders by casting 
off 10 (14-14) sts. at armhole edge every 2nd 
row 4 (3-3) times.

LEFT FRONT: Work to correspond with right 
front, working each row from the end to the 
beginning and making a buttonhole i" from 
lower edge of basque as follows:— 
BUTTONHOLES: 1st Row: (Wrong Side). Rib 
8, cast off 4 sts., work to end of row. 

2nd Row: Work to last 8 sts., cast on 4 sts., 
rib 8. 

BORDER: Work to correspond with right front 
border, making 5 more buttonholes about 21" 
apart. 

SLEEVES: Using No. 12 needles and G. wool, 
cast on 72 (80-88) sts. Work in rib of K.l, P.l 
for 3". Change to No. 11 needles and increase 
1 st. Work in st. st. increasing 1 st., each end 
of every 6th (6th-8th) row until increased to 
115 (121-123) sts. When sleeve seam mea¬ 
sures 201” (201-21)” K.2 tog., each end 
of every 2nd row until decreased to 61 (61- 
61) sts., then every row until decreased to 31 
(31-31) sts. Cast off. 

TO MAKE UP: Press all parts except ribbing 
with a warm iron and damp cloth. Join shoul¬ 
der seam, stitch sleeves around armholes, then 
sew up side and sleeve seams. Stitch borders 
to each front and join at back of neck. Sew 
buttons on right front.

MEASUREMENTS: Length from top of 
shoulder to lower edge of back 201" (21-211)".

TENSION: 7 sts. 1", 9 rows 1". 

BACK: Using No. 12 needles cast on 124 
(130-136) sts. Work in rib of K.l, P.l for 
2". Change to No. 10 needles and work in 
st. st. increasing 1 st., each end of every 4th 
row until increased to 148 (156-162) sts.

NECKBAND: 'With right side of work to¬ 
wards you, using 4 No. 12 needles and G. wool, 
pick up and K. about 216 (220) sts., around 
neck. Work in rounds in rib of K.l, P.l for 
1", dcreasing 1 st., each side of “V” every 
round. Cast off in ribbing. 

TO MAKE UP: Press with a warm iron and 
damp cloth. Sew up seams.

Style has come to “Twinprufe” hand-knits— 
and stayed. And for really first-class results, 
the hand knitter pays her respects to these 
important “nevers.” 

Never buy wool other than that mentioned 
in the design zvithont checking to see if the 
tension is correct. 

Never buy less zvool than the amount stated 
You can’t match up a month later . 

Never allow your hands to touch zvool if they 
are rough or damp. Use cream or talcum 
pozvder. 

Never cast on too tightly. 

Never join your wool zmth a knot; alzvays at 
the end of a row . 

Never leave your knitting in the middle of a 
rozv. 

Never make up your garment without first 
pressing each piece separately on the zvrong 
side, carefully pinned out to exact measure¬ 
ment. 

Never use a hot iron or press directly on to 
wool. Use a damp cloth between. 

Never wash your zvoollies in anything but 
pure soap flakes thoroughly dissolved. 

Never zjuring or rub your zvoollies, just squeeze 
gently. 

Never forget to rinse until the water is clear, 
and alzvays in the same temperature as the 
washing water. 

Never hang your zvoollies up to dry. Lay them 
out flat on a towel away from direct heat. 


There is a sound reason for all these “nevers.” 
Most of them are accepted by good knitters 
zvithont question. The only one which causes 
real controversy is that of substituting a 
different wool. 

Manufacturers do not standardise the thickness 
of their zvools. If there is a difference of one ^ 
stitch in every inch, it can mean as much as 
2in. front and back in the finished garment. 

For example, if the tension of the pattern is 
7 \ stitches to the inch and the zvool subtituted 
only knits up to 7 stitches, on a 34 bust, the 
knitter zvould find she is 17 x ^ out, which 
equals 8^ stitches front and 8^ back—nearly 
3 in. all round. 

Then comes the final catastrophe, half a sleeve 
perhaps to finish and not enough zvool. If it is 
knitted in a popular shade the odds are 1,000-1 
the blend is sold out and impossible to match 
exactly, spoiling the perfection of much hard 
work for the sake maybe of only one skein. 

If there is any doubt check the tension of the 
yarn by knitting a piece first. But if you take 
heed of the warning given at the beginning of 
each design, and use only “Tzvinprufe” zvools 
in the ply stated, you will have no trouble at 
all in this regard.

MEASUREMENTS: Length from top of 
shoulder 24i" (25i)". Chest 40" (44)". Length 
of sleeve seam 20i" (20J)". 

TENSION: 13 sts. 2". 17 rows 2". 

BACK: Using No. 12 needles cast on 112 
(120) sts. Work in rib of K.l, P.l for 3i". 
Change to No. 9 needles, P.10 (12) * P. 
twice into next st., P.5 (3) repeat from * to 
end. 129 (147) sts. Work as follows:— 

1st Row: K.l * P.l, K.8, repeat from * to last 
2 sts., P.l, K.l.

Repeat 1st and 2nd rows 13 times.

37th Row: K.3 * P.3, K.3, repeat from * to 
end. 

38th Row: K.l * P.3, K.3, repeat from * to 
last 2 sts., P.2. 

39th Row: Repeat 38th row. 

40th Row: Repeat 37th row. 

These 40 rows complete the pattern. Continue, 
in pattern and when work measures 15" (15i)" 
shape armholes by casting off 8 (12) sts., at 
the beginning of the next 2 rows. K.2 tog., each 


end of the next 5 (6) rows, then every 2nd 
row 5 (6) times. When armholes measure 9" 
-(9i") shape shoulders by casting off 10 (11). 
sts., at the beginning of the next 6 (6) rows. 
Cast off. 

FRONT: Work same as for back until arm¬ 
holes measure 4i” (41)”. 

NEXT ROW: Work 40 (43) sts., (leave on a 
spare needle), cast off loosely 13 (13) sts. 
work 40 (43) sts. 

Continue on last 40 (43) sts., and K.2 tog., 
at neck edge of the next 5 (5) rows, then every 
2nd row until decreased to 30 (33) sts. When 
armhole measures 9" (9i ") shape shoulder by 
casting off 10 (11) sts., at armhole edge every 
2nd row 3 times. Join wool at neck edge and 
work other side to correspond. 

SLEEVES: Using No. 12 needles cast on 70 
(74) sts. Work in rib of K.l, P.l, for 3". 
Change to No. 9 needles and work in st. st. 
increasing 1 st., each end of every 6th row 
until increased to 102 (106) sts. When sleeve 
seam measures 20±" (20f)" or required length, 
K.2 tog., each end of every 2nd row until de¬ 
creased to 68 sts, then every row until de¬ 
creased to 20 sts. Cast off. 

NECKBAND: Join shoulder seams. With right 
side of work towards you, using 4 No. 12 
needles, pick up and K. about 166 (170) sts., 
around neck. Work in rounds in rib of K.l, 
P.l for 1”. Cast off in ribbing. 

TO MAKE UP: Press with a warm iron and 
damp cloth. Sew sleeves around armholes, 
sew up sleeves and side seams.
